IMPKESSIVE SCENE AS 


VEBD1CT IS RENDERED 


-Forty-nine Judges Pronounce Rim In- 


noceut of all Charges and That 


Fifty Newspapers Publish 


the Statement. 


PARIS, July 12.—The-supreme court 


today announced its decision annulling 
the condemnation of Dreyfus without a 
retrial. The effect of th'c- decision is a 
complete vindication of 
Dreyfus, 
en- 


titling him to restoration to his-rank in 
the army as though he had never been 
licensed. 


The decision of the court Was read by 


the presiding Judge, JL' Ballot-Bcaupre, 
president of the court of cessation,.im- 
mediately on tho reassembling- of- the 
court at'noon today. The palace of jus- 
tice was thronged by an eager crowd 
becking admission to the court room. 
Among those present were Mathew Drey- 
fus, brother of Alfred Dreyfus,, - Maitr 
Mornard, counsel for.-Captain Dreyfus; 
Joseph Reinach, the 'historian 
of . the 


Dreyfus affair; Col, Picquart, Madame 
Zola an dmany others who have figured 
in various stages of the celebrated case. 
Captain Dreyfus was not present, contin- 
uing his habitual secrecy' by :remaining 
secluded in the garret where he has hith- 
erto been cut off from the outer world. 


INNOCENT OF ALL CHARGES. 


The scene'as--the decision was

The /reading- of the .decision lasted an 


hour arid- it-,was only atr-t'Ke closing that 
the spectators rcnlizrd. the "-sweeping nn- 
turcsof ,tho- vindication. •- As the 'finnl 
determination .was announced, there was 
a buzz .of, excited comment and some ex- 
clamation.* of approval -which the court 
officer.-, sternly repressed.

THREE FACTS OF INNOCENCE. 


The main features of tho decision are 


as follov.-s: 


The ?ourt holds that three new facts 


have bocn established: . 


I'irat—That the document from Gen- 


eral Merier's secret paper's presented at 
the Rennes court martini, in which tho 
initial "D" was substituted for '"P" was 
ft falsification establishing tho 
strong 


presumption of Dreyfus', innocence, 


Second—That another document of.tho 


secret papers in which Dreyfus wus al- 
leged to have been shown to have deliv- 
ered to Germans the plnns for'the rail- 
way mobilization never reached' the war 
department authorities and. therefore 
Dreyfus could not have secured posses- 
sion ;.f it.

Third—That the Rennes court martial 


failed to hear essential testimony calcu- 
lated to establish the fact that-Droyfus 
was innocent. 


"These facts," the decision of the court 


says, "without seeking for any fiu-ther 
grounds, are of a nture to establish the 
innocence of the accused and it -is only 
necessary to examine, whether the vcr- 
dkt of the Rennes court martial-;shall bo 
annulled without a retrial-or be followed 
by another trial by a court martial."

| NO REASON FOR NEW TRIAL. 
"The court therefore holds that, as all 


the accusations against the accused fall 
to the ground, there is no necessity for 
a new trial and consequently the judg- 
ment in condemnation is annulled-as un- 
warranted by the evidence." 


In conclusion the court noted Drey- 


fus' waiving of; pecuniary indemnity and 
ordered its decision to be transcribed on 
the records of the Reenes court martial 
nnd to be inserted in the Official Journal 
and also in live newspapers to be desig- 
nated by the procurator general, and, at 
the cost of the government in fifty pa- 
pers of Paris and the provinces, to be 
designated by Dreyfus.

There was' also the 
metal part of an atomizer resembling 
one which the dead girl was known to 
have used. In Rigg"s room was found 
the gray sort, which in connection with 
the contents of the grip,' serve amply to 
identify .him as the man who vra« seen 
with'Sliss''Ellison at the National hotel 
and -who registered as-Wilson. 


SECURED-PISTOL; SUICIDED. 


Riggs was so-well thought of at Hroy, 


Wis.,'that the village authorities hesi- 
tated • to arrest him when requested to 
do *o by the-Minneapolis police. After 
he was norainolly placed under arrest1 he 
was slaved to go several miles out in 
tho countrv to visit his wife and daugh- 
ter who were staying at a friend's. He 
returned to Elroy with them and was 
being kept at the .hotel when he request-, 
ed.to go to a toilet, room. It has,no\y 
been established that', knowing the prem- 
ises thoroughly, he searched several' 
rooms till he found-'a large revolver with 
winch1 he sent a bullet crushing thto'ugh

The action of the attor- 
ney general makes it impossible for any 
arrangement to be made by which the 
children-can work here without their re- 
-moving to Kenotha and making their 
home. 


The child labor problem in Kenosha 


is engaging a great deal o' the time of 
the department of factory inspection at 
the present time, and it is admitted that 
the inspectors are giving more attention 
to Kcnosha county than to any of the 
other smaller counties of the state. Tha 
inspector stated Monday that he was 
convinced that many children at work in 
the Kcnosha factories were under the 
gal age but that he hud no way to get 
th.c. evidence which .would warrant .the 
.prosecution of their guardians .or.p^r- 
•cnts.

: It is probablc.lhat the /actory.irispec- 
tor will ask thc.ccxt lcgishi.turc.,to make 
some appropriation to aid the .work>f 
investigating- these 'cases. Until such, a

possible for them,to do anything-.to.pr.cj- 
vcnt the abuse of the law. The matter 
of issuing permits is in the discretion of 
the county judge,'and the inspectors wiH 
urge the judge to use the greatest possi- 
ble cure in issuing those permits, and it 
is possible that in this manner some of 
the abuses may be remedied.

report of the inspector of factories and 
workshops, which sliows that the con- 
ditions here are quite as revolting as 
anything alleged of the western packing 
center. Dirty factories, and disgusting 
methods seems to be the rule instead of 
the exception. Jam factories, bakeries 
and sausage makers are all censured as 
being equally filthy and the description 
of one fits most of the others. Here is 
the report on a typical jam factory: 
FLOORS DIRTY AND UNDRAINED. 
"The boiling room lay between 11 ic 


yard and the stable' and the liorsep 
reached the latter through-the boiling 
room.' .The sanitary accommodation :wta 
Hardly separated from the'rooms 'wh'erp 
the fresh fruit and uncovered jam :werp 
kept,: and the/floors', were .dirty and un- 
drained."

found jam pots being washed in "liquid 
like dark soup, which" suielled ab'dmin- 
•xbly," The manager "informed the in- 
spector that the water 
was changed 


''about once a week." When fished out 
of these evil smelling tanks the pots 
were allowed to stand until dry, when 
they were considered to be' ready to re- 
ceive fresh installments of preserves. 


USED AS BATHING PLACE.

children in them after the close of work 
on Saturdays and the family's weekly 
collection of dirty clothing.was sorted 
n the bakeries for ..dispatch to the laun- 
dry.

When the question of buying the Ra- 


cine Water works plans came up on a 
resolution of Alderman Lange, to create 
a sinking fund to pay for the same, the 
proposed action was not taken.

.Among the reasons was because the 


law provided that the water works could 
be'purchased and paid for by the issu- 
ance of bonds, which were not general 
city liability, but secured only by the 
water works itself and even if the city 
had readied its limit of indebtedness the 
bonds could nevertheless be issued. 


THE POINT': AT ISSUE. 


At the Municipal league convention 


held in Racine Mayor flnrriman-of Ap- 
plcton, Wis., raised the point that such 
a bond issue would increase the munici- 
pal indebtedness and if 5 per centjimit 
had ben reached, no bonds could be law- 
fully issued, even of this kind. 


The supreme court has just decided 


that bonds of this character are not to 
be computed in the indebtedness of the 
city, to ascertain whether the limit of 
the city indebtedness has been reached. 
So as the matter stands today, no mat- 
ter what the city indebtedness is, these 
bonds could be issued in payment for 
the water works. 


This is exactly what former City At- 


tornev Walker has held.

Secretary Taft Tells a North 


Carolina ^Audience - There 


Should be Two Parties. 


SOUTHEKNERS OUGHT TO 


BBEAK FBOM TRADITION 


Necessary for Democrats to Convince 


Voters it is Not Office Seeking- 


Party - Pnilippine Is- 


lands Status. 


GREENSBORO, X. C., July 10—Be- 


fore an enthusiastic gathering of 4,000 
people Secretary of War Taft opened the 
Republican state convention 
here last 


night. The secretary's remarks received 
close attention and at the conclusion of 
his speech he was heartily applauded. 


Secretary Taft reviewed the history of 


southern effort to disfranchise the negro, 
and said he hoped to see the "solid 
south" prosper for the good it would do 
the south and the whole country. On 
ihe disfranchisement of the negro he 
said: 


"A policy in the south which excludes 


from the ballot impartially 
both 
the 


black and white, when ignorant and ir- 
responsible, cannot be criticised. 
Con- 


ceding that the laws now in force in 
'this state and other pnrts of the south 
-'were intended, either by their terms or 
by their mode of execution, to exclude 
the ignorant colorcd'voter from the fran- 
chise!; with rigor, arid to allow the'ig- 
norant-white voter, though equally un- 
litted for the franchise, to exercise it, 
I do riot think that this makes a hope- 
less situation for the colored man or the 
political power that he may, in the fu- 
ture, exercise. 
If he continues to in- 


crease in intelligence, as under the pub- 
lic educational institutions he is likely 
to do, and if industrially he becomes a 
power, &s his progress thus far justifies 
us in believing that he will, the men of 
the race who are eligible to vote in ac- 
cordance with law will increase, and their 
common sense and judgment and position 
in the community will add weight to the 
vote they cast, and will secure more real 
influence for the benefit of their race 
than when the right of suffrage of tb- 
negroes was wholly unrestricted." 


Mr, Taft, among other things, said: 
"3"he question which should address 


itself to the great business interests of 
the south is how much longer the specter 
of things post is to hold them to a polit- 
ical allegiance that docs them no good 
in national politics and deprives their 
communities of the inestimable benefit 
of the presence in local politics of two 
parties, each of which if it does wrong 
has a real chance of being punished for 
its 
misconduct. The possibility of a 


change of party control for such a cause 
is' the best security of good govern- 
ment." 


"I submit to 
you, Republicans of 


North Carolina, that you can have r,o 
prospect of success and do not deserve 
success unless you show in the nominees 
of vour convention and in the men whom 
you put forward to lead you, that, you 
fullv rccogni/.e the obligation that you 
are'.under as a party to give to the peo- 
ple of North Carolina an opportunity to 
choose able, honest and worthy men for 
public offices. You must convince the 
voters at the polls that you arc not 
merely an office-seeking party, but that 
you are laboring with all the energy that 
in you lies to elevate the politics of the 
state and to furnish a proper and safe 
refuge for the Democratic voters who 
have become tired of the incompctercy 
and the abuses arising from the perma- 
nent control for many decades of one 
political party." 


"It has been the habit of the Demo- 


cratic party to attack the Republican 
party as favoring trusts and corpora- 
tions, and opposed to the laboring man. 
The record of that party shows that the 
only substantial steps the abuses nnd ap- 
pression attempted by the irresponsible 
holders of great wealth and corporate 
power, have been by the Republican par- 
ty, and there is no more brilliant and 
successful exponent of this policy than 
Theodore Roosevelt."

WAS DUE TO OVERWORK 


Congressman Adams a Victim 


of Too Close an Applica- 


tion to His Duty. 


CHICAGO, July 10—The tfeath. of 


Congressman Adams of Wisconsin yes- 
terday was due, it is said, to overwork. 


During the last few weeks of his stay 


in Washington he was frequently unable 
to stand on his feet, but attended every 
cession of the house of representatives, 
though he frequently had to speak from 
his chair1. Friends who knew of his en- 
feebled condition remonstrated with him 
nnd advised him to go home, but he re- 
fused to leave until congress was ad- 
journed. 


When ho did leave he was in bad con- 


dition, and so great was the strain of 
traveling that when he reached Chicago 
he wns taken to the Auditorium, where 
he was placed under the care of a phy- 
sician. His family was notified of his 
condition and Mrs. Adams and.her son, 
Charles Cullen Adams, left Madison at 
•once for Chicago. They were with the 
congressman when he died. 


The funeral will be hold Thursday aft- 


ernoon and the interment will be at For- 
est Hill cemeterj". Mndison. near 
the 


western end of the city. 
Col. 
Henry 


Casson, sergcant-at-arms of the house 
of representatives, has charge of the fun- 
eral arrangements. Speaker Joseph Can- 
non of Illinois and Representative J. S. 
Sherman, who have long been intimate 
friends of their dead collcn^ruc. have al- 
rcodv wired their sympathy to the fam- 
ilv nnd announced their intention of at- 
tending; the 
funeral. Speaker 
Cannon 


also wired that he hod appointed a. com- 
mittee of representatives to attend the 
funeral, including Congressman Cooper. 


Mr. Adams was popular 
among all 


members of the house, and especially so 
with the members of the Wisconsin dele- 
gation. His wide experience in legisla- 
tive matters gave him an early standing 
as a member of the house, and life excel- 
lent and persuasive powers of speaking 
Seined for him a 'hearing on nil occas- 
ions. It has often been remarked by 
Wisconsin people here that no man ever 
came to congress from the state better 
equipped for rendering efficient service. 
Few men could make a better "offhand 
speech" than Cully Adams. During his 
service of about three years he pained 
a Tiigh standing among members on both 
sides of the 'house. He was recognized 
not only as a skillful debater, but a man 
of exceptional courage and firmness of 
conviction. He demonstrated these facts 
by the attitude he took with reference 
to the rules of the house and also by his 
speeches and votes on the 
Philippines 


tariff question and statehood bill for tho 
territories. 


ITRJt ON ISLANT) TARIFF. 


His opinion regarding the Philippine 


tariff, as he repeatedly expressed it in 
public and private talks, wns that it ser- 
iously threatened the interests of form- 
ers engaged in the production of sugar 
be«ts and tobacco. He asserted that in 
his opinion it was unjust to the farm- 
ers of the United States to subject tnem 
to competition with Philippine products 
so long as the question remained unset- 
tled a* to whether the Philippines arc to 
be retained as a part of the 
United 


States. • In regard to the tariff question 
Mr. Adams was a stanch protectionist, 
but ho took many opportunities for ex- 
pressing his opinion that, a number of 
the schedules of the existing tariff are 
too high, and should be scaled down at 
the earliest practicable time. His ser- 
vice in the house was of exceptionally 
high order, and it was frequently tho 
remark of Wisconsin ptwple hero that 
the Madison district had a member of 
the popular branch of congress who took 
high rank in legislation and in the de- 
batpn in the body. 


President Roosuvelt paid a high trib- 


ute to the ability. and judgment of Mr. 
Adams during Ohc conferences on the 
meat inspection bill by agreeing practi- 
callv to every change in tho measure 
•mhich Mr. Adams suggested.

GARRISON IS IN REVOLT 


Soldiers in Parade Eush to Com- 


rades' Aid - Battle With 


Loyal Troops. 


TAMBOV, 
Central Russia, Sunday, 


July 8, midnight (held up in transmis- 
sion.—A mutiny 
followed by serious 


fighting has broken out among the 
troops forming the garrison here, due to 
an attempt of the military authorities-to 
arrest and disarm the seventh resfcrya 
cavalry, who "struck" presenting. a ser- 
ies of political and service demand*. Tak- 
ing advantage of a great religious pro- 
cession today, the authorities sent, .the 
regiment to escort the processionists and 
preserve order and attempted in the ab- 
sence of the bulk of the regiment to .'ar- 
rest the men remaining in barracks turf 
stationed at the railway station. 


The regiment on hearing of this action 


left the procession and galloped to the 
rescue of their comrads, firing as they; 
rode. They cut their way through other 
troops to the barracks, where they bar- 
ricaded themselves and beat off replied 
attacks of the loyal troops. Shots could 
still be heard at midnign'i. 


The detachment of the seventh at:th« 


railway station, cut the telegraph and 
semaphore wires and is holding 
out 


there. An officer of the railroad corps 
and the commanding officer and a ser- 
geant of the seventh cavalry are report- 
ed to have been killed, while many were 
wounded. The procession broke up in a 
panic, and as this dispatch is filed tho 
population is in a state of terror."''

;• ing state conventions and there may be 
: aa'othcr party or two that have held 
'•conventions and escaped oblivion. It is 
I true tho Republican party has held no 


i state convention for the best of rcas- 


i; ona, not because many in the party as 


said who do not believe the convention 
system, should be abolished, but because 
it would be a horrible case of stultifi- 
cation should the party do so in view of 
its responsibility in enacting tho 
pri- 


mary law. 


With this view most Republicans wish 


to ascertain just .how this primary law 
is to. work for there arc other provisions 
besides'these ' regarding the convention' 
in which great interest is being taken 
as to how such are going to work. The 
desired result will be naturally harder 
to get at because these different con- 
ventions having adopted-plittforms which, 
the law. says the candidates shall them- 
selves produce, and nominated candid- 
tes which the law says the people shall 
themselves decide by voting their own 
sweet will at the primaries. But what' 
sort of a primary election will it be 
where voters are expected to line up 
and vote for the convention named can-; 
didates, and later on the candidates to 
line up and endorse the convention made 
platform. 
If it be said the primaries 


might elect all delegates to conventions, 
such to be conducted under primary "Jaw 
provisions and rigid 
provisions made 


against the slightest instruction of can- 
didates, the people might secure con- 
ventions freed from the leadership dom- 
ination Oat. in-the past has so discred- 
ited, tlic convention system. But would 
such a convention composed of real men, 
though party men, but entirely uncom- 
mitted, be acceptable to our politicians 
and political leaders? 


The Milwaukee News has had consid- 


erable to say as regards defects in tlic 
law and particularly refers to another 
point, that, wherein petitions are nec- 
essary if candidates desire to be voted 
for. 
But since its party has formally 


endorsed this law only with a provis- 
ion that discovered defects may. be rem- 
edied, and its candidate for governor 
who is to be Senator Merlon of \Vau- 
kt-oha is an «rdenl friend of the primary 
law, possibly the Milwaukee paper might 
be serving its party belter by letting 
tilings alone for the present and save 
all its ^munition for use for next spring. 
It can lake stock of things as the cam-

IXTEM.JOENT TREK CULTUKK- 


New York, if the plan 
of encourag- 


ing tree culture by means of stute nurs- 
eries succeeds, will have established 
a 


custom that, followed in other states in 
time will reforest all the waste acres. 
The plan adopted is to establish tree 
nurseries in the woods belonging to the 
^tatc, and in these forest nurseries, as 
it were, grow trees for general distri- 
bution. 
The young trees will not be 


jiermitled to he taken out until able 
'.u sustain themselves in their new sur- 
roundings, that is transplanting, 
and 


when arrived at this :igc will be free to 
any citizen desiring them or increasing 
his shade trees or will be utilized by the 
state itself upon its lands 
"requiring 


more trees. 


This plan carried on under intelligent 


supervision and care taken 
that 
the 


voung trees at least go into the hands 
of those who will exercise some reason- 
able care of them, will go very far to- 
wards reforesting denuded timber lands, 
and the. private lands where the timber 
has been cut off with no thought what- 
ever of the destruction thereby wrought. 
In fact these tree reserves in no sense 
are any different from the fish and game 
preserves of a state, and if the state can 
expend money upon the one, it certain- 
ly can upon the other. New York will 
utilize its lauds in the famous A'diron- 
dacks for this purpose and as it yet 
possesses many thousands of acres, the 
state will be enabled to apply nil the 
young trees that can be possibly asked 
for. 


There is not a state hardly but what 


possesses timber lauds or lands partially 
deforested, where .a reasonable amount 
of money could not establish these tree 
nurseries, and in time, not only 'states 
will have reforested thousands of acres, 
but will also have supplied citizens .with 
trees for shade purposes that will posses 
a value outside of the mere shade. The 
water courses in every state could be 
well lined with young trees, as well as 
the headquarters of thesa streams, and 
that with 
time 
the 
fast 
depleting 


streams would be filled up "nd t"c- flow 
maintained. 
Nothing is more "certain 


than that the streams are 
dwindling 


away, and in the memory of the many 
citizens creeks and small rivers are now 
dry a good part of the year that once 
maintained a regular flow throughout 
the twelve mouths. 


With a goodly share, ot the vanished 


forests restored, it would not be such a 
great while before the present genera- 
tion of men would be a.blc to perceive a 
difference. The results would not of 
course, lie visible all at once, but suf- 
ficient evidence would 
be at hand in 


a few years tu amply justify the care 
ami expense be.-lowcd in this new plan- 
of restoring a country now rapidly en- 
leving into desert conditions in 
more 


I linn one section.

But our worthy ambassador himself ex- 
ceedingly well fixed as to wealth far as 
he is is concerned, was over long ago'and 
he may now watch the other fellows''all 
rushing like mad as it were to achieve 
the same purpose. 


The Chicago Chronicle 
suggests 
he 


might have better completed his humor 
if he had inserted something like this: 
"No mon should engage in a mad rh'co 
for wealth. 
He should' have a st6ady 


income of ¥100,000 a year, which will 
enable him to live abroad 
in 
luxury 


without any above the cares of busin- 
ess." 
To others madly struggling to 


achieve such a. competence it is a mad 
race and he who resides in Paris may 
observe the rustling Americans and dis- 
seminate such platitude. 
This 
paper 


comments further upon this remarkable 
address coming from one 
so wealthy 


himself and observes: 


"Everybody is proud of the comforts 


and conveniences of modern life, of the 
boundless stores of food and clothing, of 
the means of travel and the triumphs 
of science, art, engineering and manu- 
factures, but not many reflect that all 
of this was secured under whip and spur 
and that if the speed should ever be 
slackened it would mean reduced com- 
fort and enjoyment to every member of 
society down to the coal heaver and tbe 
scrubwoman. 


"The fact is the chase is no madder 


in one man than another. This world 
is a. place where strenuous exertion, se- 
cures succe.-s and 
moderate 
exertion 


moans failure in every walk and rank 
of life.-"' 


If one writes of the .abuses of wealth, 


that is quite another matter, li 
one 


discourses upon the great abuses of cor- 
porative combinations of advantages se- 
cured through which other men 
have 


been crushed-advantage secured through 
conspiracies in trade, lid is not discus- 
sing of conventional platitudes, but of a 
subject just now deeply engrossing to 
millions of Americans.

A GOOD LAW CHANGED. 


Congress several years ago enacted a 


law forbidding railroads to carry live 
stock for more than twenty-eight con- 
tinuous hours. The law was merciful in 
its intentions, but has never been re- 
garded by those interested in the mark- 
eting and killing of such livestock any- 
thing but an incumbrance. At last ef- 
forts to induce congress to change this 
to thirty-six hours has succeeded to the 
joy of the railroads stock yards people 
and of the owners of the live stock. But 
the consumers will not be so rejoiced, 
and viewing the great agitation for re- 
forms in packing house methods, it is 
singular tiiat the public would care so 
little about so important a matter as 
that which affects the health of the ani- 
mal it is so soon to consume as flesh.

' 'A tragedy, involving several persons, 
VH9 niirrowly averted last evening when 
a party of Kacine people, who had been 
at Jlygutt's Corners attending nn enter- 
tainment, started for their home about 
10:45 o'clock, in their respective buggies 
nnd.other rigs, a runawny causing severe 
injuries to D. P. Wigley and those of 
slighter nature to llev. D. Ellis Evans. 


About. 7 o'clock 
the 
party, 
among 


•whom were Mr. Lemuel if. Owen, wife 
nnd father-in-law, started for Mygatt's 
Corners, and Rev. Jlr. Evans was in the 
buggy owned and driven by Mr. \Vigley. 
The trip to their destination wns made 
without any incidents, and the entertain- 
ment was thoroughly enjoyc-d. 


On the way home, in front of the My- 


gatt's Corners school house, Mr. Wijjley's 
steed was frightened by the sudden burk- 
ing of a dog, nnd at the same moment a 
nmtch was lit in a ditch, badly frighten- 
ing the spirited equine, which started to 
run sway, at first kicking Kev. Mr. Ev- 
ans several places, scraping the skin of 
bis hands, severely injuring him under 
his right arm nnd on his left hip, and 
bruising him at other parts of his body; 
finally Mr. Evans was thrown out of the 
buggy, leaving Mr. Wiglcy in it. 


A DEADLY DASH. 


The horse then increased its mad spaed 


for about one hundred yards, passing a 
number of other buggies, among them 
that of Mr. Owen, which it just touched, 
so that n. part of Mrs. Owen's ha; was 
lorn off. 


Finally the animal nnd 
the 
buggy 


crashed into a buggy, driven by Miss An- 
na Davis of Pike Grove, smashing this 
vehicle, but inflicting no wounds on its 
occupants. 


Immediately in front of the Needham 


fhrin, the horse turned squarely into the 
tlitcli, kicking Mr. Wiglcy out 
'of 
the 


Jhiggy with such force that he was hurl- 
W more than twenty feet into the air. 
'in falling hq struck a large stone on the 
Xeedham driveway, while the horse con- 
tinued its mud flight to the cemetery, 
where it was caught, having left the 
buggy far behind it. 


MK. WIGLEY IS FOUND, 


In the meanwhile Mr. Owen and his 


party came along in their buggy, and 
near the Needham farm, Mr. Owen heard 
the groans of Mr. Wigley, who lay un- 
conscious in the ditch, his face nnd body 
covered with blood and dirt, while blood 
continued flowing from the several ser- 
ious w'punds he had sustained. 


With all possible haste he was taken 


into Mr. Owen's buggy nnd brought to 
the city, where it at first proved u difli- 
cult task to find a physician, the major- 
ity of the local doctors being present at 
a gathering in the summer cottage of Dr. 
F. J- Pope. 


Kin»l!y Dr. Williams was found, and 


he dressed the wounds, sewed them up, 
and put the patient under the inllueuce 
of opiates.

The trail of the troublesome boy luis 


too often ltd away from the school room 
dooi- and has passed by short cut into, 
and too often ended in, some tangled 
thicket. Tim skill of the school master 
in diagnosing the dillicultics which uvisc 
in his profession, however, has iu sone 
measure kept pace with the advance of 
science in other professions. 


In this study we have learned much cf 


the proper methods to be used in deal- 
ing with the'troublesome boy. We hnvo 
lenrned tlmt for tlmt chxss of children 
who are on the border line between "fee- 
ble-minded" and "troublesome" in dispo- 
sition, who arc not feeble-minded ' but 
are lacking in some of the usual menti'.l 
powers, the troublnsomcncss comes t'rwn 
the lack of mental balance, and that 
while these children cannot do the work 
of ordinary children, they can. if taught 
in proper 'ways, by proper teachers, re- 
•eeive much benefit*from'tho schools 
• • 


GIVEN" BENEFITS LIKE OTHERS: "' 
We have leiirned thnt children who arc 


deaf or blind need not go withiut the 
benefits of education not, on the other 
hand, need they be "sent away from tlinir 
homes to institutions. They may safely 
be left, to the joint care of the home and 
the day school: they may grow up as 
other children do, enjoying the love and 
care of father and mother, of brothers 
and sisters. 
The success 
of the 
day 


schools for the doaf or blind has been so 
unmistakable that their establishment in 
a multitude of cities which do not now 
have them should be only a question of 
time mill of obtaining proper information 
ns to how their establishment may bu 
brought about. 


FUOli THEIR GREATEST NEED. 
Again it has been learned that the boy 


who seems so dull and inattentive may 
be so because he comes to school without 
breakfast and is so hungry he cannot do 
any proper school work. The boy wliOiC 
attention wantcrs or whose head droops 
over his book may hnvu been out lust 
night selling papers on the street, or his 
parents ami some companions were may 
be carousing until an early hour in UKJ 
morning and the boy hail little sleep, it 
may be thnt the little girl who cannot, 
get her c:ciunples in the afternoon spent 
the noon intermission walking n limit the 
street and looking into the windows of 
the bake shops because her mother was 
gone away to work for the dny and the 
house locked up. The wise school master 
today knows that what these children 
need'is not a. reprimand, that they are not 
wilfully dull or perverse or lacking in 
self-control, but tlmt what they need h 
decent physical conditions nnd the en-, 
joyment of a child's right to food and 
sleep. All these things the wise school 
master thinks about and attends to anil 
many dreary little lives are brightened 
nnd "made successful and useful by this 
thoughtful cnrc which school masters are 
leamhig tu exercise, tovvnrds the abnor- 
mal little people who come under their 
{•arc. 


NKKD SPECIAL ATTENTION. 


In fvcrv selionl of 40 children will be 


found some who r.eeJ special attention 
from the teacher. The inurnl nature, mny 
l,e n. little oblique nnd they' mny need 
.some specinl exertion of the personal in-, 
fliu-uul' of the tennlujr. Some will be a 
little slow to csilcli the. instruction the 
teacher gives; some child mny not yet 
have developed. the iipetsyary power to 
give attention to the instruction of the 
teacher: some child may have been ab- 
sent for a dny and missed some link or 
two in the sequence of the lessons. For 


these and many similar needs, sometime 
during tho day set aside when the teacli- 
er mny give "attention to these special 
cases, is a great hclp.jn any school. Child- 
ren who by a little. Kelp at

could be put on their feet, stumble .along 
until the end of the yenr or half'year, 
and foil of promotion.; wrong habits just

NEED OF UNGRADED ROOM/ 


Probably for most schools the e.\'ig'rn- 


cie.s of 'classification and other conditions 
will'.mnke the setting, aside of sO!V.c per- 
iod, perhaps hnlf an hour, during tHf dny 
the most convenient plan. Then there 
should be the ungraded room to act as 
sort of receiving reservoir into which all 
tin; non'coinfnrtnblc material which' co'mcs 
into a school mny be placed until it is 
prepared to fit into one of the regu'ar 
dosses. The children who need the ser- 
vice of such a roomns thisarc very like- 
lv to lie troublesome in the regular class- 
o'.-. There arc ninny children in every 
l;irgo schou! whose habits nrc such that 
they should not be with normal children. 


A NEUESSAIW AUDITION. 


If the limited number of children be- 


longing to this class-nun be put ill schools 
where their companions are children of 
this same class,.they will not, either by 
habits nnd conduct, ijilluencc unfnvor- 
ablv. children who have hitherto been 
free from tiuch inllueuce. 
In nil large 


school systems suclf u. school, or more 
than one! uccoriling to tho circumstances, 
would seem to be not only proper but 
necessary. 


The establishment of these means a 


(lenliiig with troublesome children would 
go far' towards removing their trouble- 
some quality. It would save to the 
schools troublesome boys and girls too 
manv of whom now leave before they 
are 'fitted to become intelligent citizens 
of the state.

In the department o£ public school, fi- 


nance Calvin N. Kendall, superintendent 
of schools in Indianapolis, hid., spuke ou 
the expense of the- education .whiciupub: 
lie schools ought to give, saying in part: 


"This 
expense 
must 
be 
consider- 


able more than at present for the follow- 
in reasons: 


"First—The demands upon schools are 


constantly increasing. As an example, 
the farmers in some sections of the coun- 
try are demanding thnt the elements of 
agriculture 
shall be taught. ..Manual 


training in its various phases is another 
example. 


"Second—.More and more people live in 


the cities and schools in cities co.-t more 
per capita thnn schools in the country. 


"Third—The cost ol living h'as great- 


ly increased ill the. past ten years. This 
seriously 
affects the net 
sn Inrics of 


teachers. 
. 


"Fourth—There 
arc 
numerous 
welt 


paid and attractive 'employments other 
than teaching for both women nn'd men. 


•'Fifth—The public cnn afford to pay 


more for schools than at'; present, lie- 
cause'the country is prosperous,'is grow- 
ing richer, and good schools contribute, 
as no other force docs to the various 
kinds of productive citizenship. 


IS DETERMINING FACTOK. 


"The teacher is the determining factor 


in the success of schools. We demand 
teachers possessing good health, scholar- 
ly attainments, teaching power, social re- 
finement, and the ability to use good 
English. So far as schools fall short of 
teachers, possessing these qualities, so 
fa" are they wakeful uud so far do they 
fail 
to accomplish their purpose—the 


production of intelligent citizenship and 
social cllicicncy. ilr. Kendall snid furth- 
er that in the cities of the United States 
and excepting Xew York, Uostun, Chica- 
go and Philadelphia, the average yearly 
salaries of women teachers in the ele- 
mentary schools was only $550. in hnl! 
of the cities the average salary is Ie.v3 
than live hundred dollars. 


"So far as men arc concerned, they 


have practically disappeared from teach- 
ing in the elementary schools of cities, 
owing to the inadequate salaries. 
. 
. 


'LESS THAN SERVANT C.IKLS. 
: 


"The wages for women in half the cit- 


ies are less than those of servant girls 
whrn.it is considered, that the. latter pay 
nothing .for board, room nnd. laundry. 
Moreover..they have no special position 
to maintain as does the teacher and the 
requirements of dress are far loss expen- 
sive. In many cities the minimum wages 
of teachers arc less than the laborers on 
the streets. This labor is entirely un- 
skilled, while the teacher has spent years 
in preparation. 
The wages of skilled la- 


bor are from twenty-five to one hundred 
per cent higher than teachers' wages. 
The wages of teachers in the cities are 
princely in comparison with those in the 
rural schools. In view of the demands 
made upon them, teachers are therefore 
miserably underpaid. It seems incrcdit- 
nble thnt the pay should be so inade- 
quate for those in whose hands, rests the 
training for citizenship." 


UNION" IS N'OT NECESSARY. 


Mr. Kendall deprecated any attempt 


to systematically organize teachers for 
higher pay. There should be discussion, 
however, publicly of the facts, and agita- 
tion. Teachers should use their, efforts 
to 
secure necessary legislation, 
which 


might bring about better conditions. In 
Indiuua, the governor of the state has 
appointed a 
commission consisting of 


laymen, as well as educators, to investi- 
gate the whole question of teachers* sal- 
aries and taxation and make a report to 
be presented at the coming session of the 
legislature. 


MORE PRIVATE SCHOOLS. 


Mr. Kendall predicted thnt unless high- 


er salaries are paid to teachers there 
would bo a steady increase of private 
schools to vhich ninny thoughtful and 
discriminating people would send their 
children. 


Mr. Ivendall argued that the public 


school might .well cost for its inainten- 
iince iialf as miioh as the tuition charge 
of iirivtite schools. 


Ti-nchiirs and educators should realize, 


however, that 
increased 
cxpcn-i> for 


schools would menu increased demands 
vjjon tin- schools for bettor work. 
In- 


creased 
salaries 
would mran higher 


Htandai-ds 
for 
touchers.

should realize that the agitation for bet- 
ter salaries is not so much a plea for 
the interests of teachers or, a plea for 
the interests ol the pupUi in tie schools.
